IMPEA CHMENT. 


The initial step for the impeachmant of Andrew 
Johnson has been taken. We chronicle this ftvet 
with much satisfaction. Too long has it been de¬ 
layed. Of late it has looked as though our Repre¬ 
sentatives at Washington intended to disregard the 
numarons petitions of loyal men from all parts of 
the conutry, shut their eyes, against their own 
victions, to the pei-il and the disgrace of having a 
traitor and a rui&an in the Executive chair, 
for fear of damaging party interests, to ignore the 
paramount duty of impeachment. We are glad-to 
believe that wiser counsels are destined to prevail 
and that the step already taken will be duly follow¬ 
ed by the Fresideait's impeachment, prompt siis 
pension from office, ultimate conviction and depo¬ 
sition. His deposition has become an absolute ne¬ 
cessity. Withoot it right reconstruction is an im 
possibility. The conspiracy disclosed by the high¬ 
est judicial tribunal oi the country against the 
I liberty and life of the nation, makes apparent to 
multitudes, what we have all along declared, that 
without the impeachment of the President the Re¬ 
publican Congreas, teough having an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority, wiU be checkmated and baffled in 
oU its most imjiortant legislation. 

Of course impeachment is a measure which 
should be resorted to only iu a case of extreme 
necessity. The present is such a case. Made Pre-1 
sident by rebel design, assuming the office just m 
the Hulitory power of the “Confederacy” com¬ 
pletely collapsed, deceiving the North by empty, 
loud-souuduig professtons of loyalty, Andrew 
Johnson has more infiimously and criminally in¬ 
jured the nation than did Jefferson Davis, who.

FRIEND JOSEPH.

No rustle from the birchen stem. 
No ripple from the water's hem. 


The Society of Friends, oalled Quakers, 
much separated from the world in general by toe 
peculiarity of some of their customs, that few are 
aware how largely the world has been indebted to 
them for its moral progress. The Puritans are mo¬ 
tioned a hundred times where the Quakers are men- 
tionedonce as pioneermartyrs in the cause of human 
freedom. Doubtless we owe an immense debt of 
gratitude to the Puritans, those valiant soldios of 
the land ; but the Quakers have always been more 
intereetiDg to me, on account of their superior re¬ 
liance on purely moral influence. When William 
Penn was thieatened with imprisonment if he con¬ 
tinued to carr;/^ his principles into practice, he re¬ 
plied, “Well, friend, thy strength sMl never equal 
my patience;" and these words concisely express 
the diflerence between the two classes of hero^ 
The Puritan hewed his way to freedom wito the 
battle-axe ; the Quaker quietly took his .stand, and 
said ‘ ‘ This rock shall fly from its firm haw as soon 
as l’” To my thinking, that moral heroism is su¬ 
perior to battle-axe courage. Gtovemment found it 
the most unmanageable thing they ever had 
deal with. One of these rnorm heroes rented 
prison fourteen years rather than pay sixpence; 
simply because the payment of the sixpence in¬ 
volved a violation of his principles. Of course, 
nothing could be done with such men, except to 
modify the laws to suit their consciences; and, after 
many ineffectual effbrte to coerce them, this was 
finally done. The mace and the sword were low¬ 
ered in their presence, and they were alloweil to 
go straight forward on their peaceful mission, with¬ 
out let or hindrance. 

The Puritans contended maiiily for theological 
opinions and forms of church government. Brave¬ 
ly they encountered suffering and death to main¬ 
tain freedom of opinion ; and for this we owe them 
reverence and grt^tode, as pioneers and benefac¬ 
tors of the human race. But the early Quakers 
manifested so little interest in theolomcsl doctrines 
that it has been a subject of much controvert 
whether George Fox and William Penn did or did 
not believe in the Trinity, and other commonly- 
received doctrines. Their mission was to maintain 
♦i.„ -r-—^ority of moral principles over legal forms 
, ished customs. They refused to fight, 
military taxes, because they believed it 
riance wito the precepts of the gospel. 

I half a century before any temperance 
ere formed, they allowed no person to 
’ I. ler of their Society who either distilled 
intoxicating liquors or sold them. Many yearsi 
before abolition societies were formed, they estab¬ 
lished a rule that none of their members should 
ooU a htunon being, or hold one in bondage. The 
eqiuility of the sexes was practically maintained by 
them long before the question of woman’s ri(^ts 
excited any public interest. Women were always 
accepted as preachers among them, and the busi¬ 
ness of the Society, in its various departmenta, has 
always been transacted' by committees consisting 
of an equal number of men and women. In their 
communications with all men they said thee and 
thon, as a testimony in favor of human equality ; 
for in the languages of Europe it was formerly the 
custom, still retained in several of them, to say you 
to a superior in rank, and thon to an inferior. 

The world owes much to the Quakers. The good 
seed they scattered with such patient perseverance 
has since been sown, and resown, and has waved in 
many a precious harvest for the nourishment and 
growth of souls. As a sect, they have followed 


Hicksite branch of the Society. The parents of 
both sects of scholars manifest^ equal uneasiness 
at having their children learn to read and spell in 
the same class with children of darker skins. 
When Friend Joseph and his family took them to 
meeting, and sat side by side with them, it caused 
as much commotion as if those healthy, bright-look¬ 
ing brown children had been infected with some 
contagious disease. The elders of the Society 
decided that it was proper for them to sit in a small 
gallery by themselves. Friend Joseph, always 
averse to strife; readily assented ; but he sign^ed 
that, as guardian of tile children, he should consider 
it his duty to go and sit with them, and that his 
wife and daughter would also feel it tobe their duty. 
Now that was precisely the most troublesome thing 
he coaki have done. Strangers, who visited tiie 
meeting oecasionBlly, would naturally inquire why 
that one family sat by-themselves in an out-of-the- 
way, inconvenient place ; and, if the tme reason 
was wven, peradventnre some of them mig^t say 
that Quakers must have degenerated greatiy since 
the days of George Pox and WDliam Penn. They 
had an unpleasant conscionsness of this; and, b^ 
cause it made them uncomfortable, they felt as if 
Friend Joseph was a disturber of the peace. As¬ 
suredly, if George Fox had reappeared among them 
• his suit of leather, they would have dealt with 
Him as a very disorderly member. The Quakers 
proved themselves no better and no worse than 
other sects. Every sect, after it has sought its way 
to toleration, and thence passed into respectability, 
gr^ually becomes letha^c, and fails to ^ply its 
original principles to the moral diseases of its time.

to perform duties conscientiously, and in the per¬ 
formance of them he could not avoid jostling the 
prejudices of his neighbors. These httle discards 
where he longed for harmony sometimes saddened 
him ; but they never made hun either weak or stem. 
He went quietly on his way, trying to help every¬ 


body, and systematically ignoring aU distinctions or 
class or color. When 1 sawhim so inflexible in his 
uprightness, while lus gentle spirit yearned for the 
■fmpathy he forfeited, I frequently thought of 
:eble’8 beautiful words ; 

“ Oft in life’s stillest shade reoliniDg, 

In desolation unrepining, 

Witbent a hope on earth to find 
A miiTor in an answering mind, 

Heek sonls.there are, who Uttle dream 
Their daily strife an angel’s theme.” 

In the case of the colored children. Friend 
Joseph’s quiet persistence carried his point They 
were allowed to ait with him and his f^ily in their 
accustomed seats in the meeting-house, and the 
teacher of the Orthodox Quaker school received 
them into her classes. They behaved well, and no 
disastrous consequences followed this mingling of 
different complexions. 

No one could justly bring against Friend Joseph 
charge of being a Quixotic philanthropist, who 
jlected his own business to look after the wrongi 
of others. He was diligent and fruga^ and thus 
earned for himself a right to indulge in the only 
luxury he cared for—the luxury of benevolence. 
His toge heart saved him from being penurious, 
while his orderly and thrifty habits prevented that 
careless expenditure which too often results 
making other pe<^e pay for the gratification of 1 
^od impulses. Tho^h an old-fashioned Quaker, 


the universal law of development and decay. They 
were humble and faithful in days of persecution, 
as were Christians in the first centnries ; and like 
them, when they became rich and respectable, 
they gradually conformed more and more to the 
ways of the world. Those who attain to tiuth 
through the experience of their own souls receive 
it as a living principle ; those who inherit it as a 
tradition from their fathers become formalists. 

The Quakers, like all old sects, abound with 
whited sepulchers ; but here and there are indi- 
vidnaia in whom their early principles are alive and 
fruitful. Among these is Friend Joseph, in whose 
family I resided for a long time. I carry ever in 
my memoiy a pleasant picture of his sunny farm ; 
itsvegetable garden, bordei-ed with flowers, sloping 
down into luxuriant grain-fields; the clean lawn 
around the house, where a golden shower of dan¬ 
delions made an “Eldoindoin the grass theold- 
fa^oned well, with fts sweep high up in the air, 
and a fairy world of mosses and ferns down in its 
cool depths ; and the old piazza, or “ Dutch stoop,” 
in front of the kitchen, where eat and kittens 
nestled amicably vrith the old dog, and where I 
have seen many a dark pilgrim resting himself on 
his weary way from ihe house of bondage. It was 
not merely as a' Quaker .that my host was oalled 
Friend Joseph. All the neighbors, all the poor 
waiidereis, and all the animals knew h i m as a friend, 
■^en heavy rains loosened the clayey structures 
that swaUpwa had built under the eaves of his bain. 
Friend Joseph sympathized with their troubles, 
and climbed a ladder to place pentroofs over their 
nests. I used to think the birds knew-nobody 
would shoot them there ; for they hopped about 
under one’§ feet, and built their nests undisguisedly 
in all sorts of placea The horses looked so sleek 
and contented that a stranger, meeting them on 
the road, would have known they belonged to a 
kind man. So mnch sympathy was established 
between him and them that they had acquired 
many of his orderly habits. The Friends meeting¬ 
house was about two miles from his farm, and 
thither all the neighbors wended their way twice a 
week, in the forenoon of Snndays and Thursdays, 
(^ed by them First Day and Fifth Day. It was a 
very rare thing for Joseph to be absent from these 
gatherings ; but, if sickness or any other cause 
rendered it necessary, the horses, unless tied, would 
walk off to meeting when they saw the nei^boring 
horses go, and stand quietly in the died provided 
for them until the other horses started for home, 
when they would demurely walk back to the farm

Paris, an interesting experiment was tried by Dr. 
Lorain, one of the physicians of the Hospital St. 
Antoine, in the Fanbourg St. .^toine. As is well 
known ' 
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m dress aa well as principles, Ms course of reading 
, -was never sectarian. Bfe was eager to learn from 
Ml advocates of justice, freedom, and humanity, 

' and the fraits of it were visible in the enlargement 
of his mental and moral vision. Tears ago, he wrote 
to me: “ There is much said about the decline of 
the Society of Friends. Some grieve over it, while 
others rejoice. I am not much affected by it either 
way; for I firmly believe there is as much .genuine 
Quakerism in the world as there ever was, although 
it may not always app^ imder the form of a 
straight coat or broad brim. I can fully subscribe 
to a sentiment I once heard thee utter, that a very 
good heart may beat under a fashionable dress. 
If every member of the Society of Friends should 
abandon its principles, it would not affect the 
truth of that ^orioua declaration of spiritual inde¬ 
pendence and individual freedom wMch its founders 
proclaimed to the world. In my estimation, it was 
far superior to the justly celebrated declaration of 
personal freedom and pohticel independence put 
forth by the founders of this sham republic. I 
believe that genuine Quakerism, instead of declin¬ 
ing, is actually reviving and increasing. The spirit 
is not dead, or dying ; it has merely removed from 
its old, narrow tenement, and taken possession of 
more spacious and better-lighted apartments. 
Truth once promu^ted can never be stopped in 
its course till its mission is accomplished. ” Large 
and liberal views these for a self-^ucated farmer. 
Friend Joseph, in common wiih o&er mortals, 
IS encountered many trials and afSictions. But 
is an excellent foimdation for a tianqMl old age 
to love labor so much that work is recreation ; to 
t^e friendly interest in the birds and aU God’s little 
creatures ; to be temperate in all things, and habi¬ 
tually frn^, not from love of accumulation, hut 
for the sake of imparting freely to the unfortunate ; 
to find an ever-pleasant resource in the perusal of 
good books; and to have a conscienoe void of 
offense toward God and man. Time has sUvered 
Joseph’s hair, and the aches and pMns of years 
have plowed furrows in Ms face. But he thinks 
more of his blessings than of Ms troubles, and oses 
what strength he has for tiie benefit of others. He 
gathers his grandchildren round him, and writes for 
them little stories or verses, wMch always contain 
some lessons of justice or kindness. On Ms sixty- 
seventh birth-day he gave a pic-mc party to all the 
girls and boys for a mile ronnd.
